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DEMOCRATIC SWEEP Lions Club Distributes 


Greenbelt Vote Helps Kelly, 
Spellman to Win Victories

In keeping with the State and county trend, Greenbelt 
voters gave the Democratic ticket a sweeping victory in Tues¬ 
day’s General Election. The only Republican to break the 
pattern was incumbent Senator Charles McC Mathias, Jr. who 
easily beat out Democratic challenger Barbara Mikulski by 
a 2,139 to 1,515 vote. His Greenbelt margin of 59 percent 
gave early signs that he would have no difficulty in carrying 
the State which he did by 120,000 votes. 


GHl MEMBERS FACE 1975 
INCREASE OF OVER 10%

About 50 Greenbelt Homes- Inc. members received the 
bad news first hand when they attended last week’s two infor¬ 
mational meetings on the 1975 budget. “The uncontrollable 
items in the budget alone,” said GHI manager Roy Breashears, 
“come to about $300,000 — an increase of 13 percent in oper¬ 
ating charges to members.” According to the GHI by-laws, 
an increase of 10 percent or more in operating charges (which 
exclude the principal and interest payments on the mortgage) 
must be approved by the membership at a special membership 
meeting. 


Leading the Democratic ticket in 
Greenbelt was Governor Marvin 
Mandel who rolled up 2,930 votes 
to 847 for Republican Louise Gore. 
Four years ago his majority in 
Greenbelt was 77 percent and he 
carried the State by 350,000 votes. 
This year his Greenbelt majority 
was 78 percent and he carried the 
State by 255,000 votes. 

In the fight for the Congressional 
seat from the 5th District, vacated 
by Republican Lawrence Hogan, 
Democrat Gladys Noon Spellman 
defeated Republican John B. Bur- 
cham, Jr. in Greenbelt by a 2,341 
to 1398 vote, a 63 percent majority. 
Pre-election predictions that Mrs. 
Spellman would need a more than 
60-percent majority in Greenbelt to 
presage a victory in the entire Dis¬ 
trict proved correct. She won the 
District by just 4,000 votes. 


ic ticket had no difficulty though 
Republican Elizabeth K. Maffay 
made a strong showing to finish 
fourth in Greenbelt, behind Leo 
Green, Gerard Devlin, and David 
Gray Ross in that order. Mrs. Maf¬ 
fay is a two-term former Greenbelt 
council member. 

County Races 

The county executive race saw 
Democratic challenger Winfield 
Kelly squeeze out a 56 percent vic¬ 
tory over incumbent Republican 
William W. Gullett in Greenbelt, 
This close vote portended a close 
race in the whole county which Kel¬ 
ly finally won by only 8000 votes. 

Examination of the precinct vote 
(see accompanying box) showed 
that Springhill Lake gave the 
Democrats the largest margin of 
victory with Center School precinct 
next, and North End precinct last. 
This difference was especially pro¬ 
nounced in the case of the Spell¬ 
man-Bure ham contest. 

In the county council races, Dem¬ 
ocrats registered substantial major¬ 
ities for all 11 seats, ranging from 
63 to 79 percent. Democrat incum¬ 
bent Francis W. White, former 
Greenbelt mayor, was the top vote 
gatherer in the Greenbelt voting 
and the second high man for the 
entire county. 

In the referendum voting, all but 
one question was endorsed by the 
Greenbelt electorate. Question 14 
which would have provided State 
aid to nonpublic schools received 
a negative vote in Greenbelt, 1,874 
to 1,412. The question dealing with 
the transfer of funds for access 
roads and sewers for the Capital 
Center sports arena was approved 
in Greenbelt by a 1,540 to 1,129 vote. 

About 59 percent of the regis¬ 
tered voters — 3,966 out of 6,699 — 
went to the polls. This is the same 
percent as in the last off-year elec¬ 
tion in 1970. The Center and North 
End precincts had a 65 percent 
turnout, Springhill Lake 49 percent.

The GHI board will meet on 
Thursday, November 14, to decide 
what kind of a budget it will 
recommend to the membership but 
no one thinks the increase can 
be kept below 10 percent. 

The uncontrollable items desig¬ 
nated by Breashears include in¬ 
creases of $99,600 in fuel oil costs, 
$6,400 in electricity costs, $101,900 
in taxes, $9,000 in termite controls, 
$7500 in interest on capital im¬ 
provement loan, and $58,600 in 
funding of GNMA deferred mort¬ 
gage principal payments 

"And,” Breashears added, "this 
allows nothing for a cost-of-living 
increase for staff, nothing for the 
replacement of roofs, nothing for 
the trim paint program, and noth¬ 
ing for the additional beefing up 
of the maintenance staff which 
GHI’s newly hired engineers have 
urged as necessary if the corpora¬ 
tion is to take maximum advan¬ 
tage of its new energy-saving ren¬ 
ovation program.” In addition, 
Breashears noted that other cor¬ 
poration income is dropping such 
as sales department fees (because 
of low turnover) and investment 
earnings (because the reserves 
were dug into last year by about 
$100,000 to balance the budget).

GHI Board Hears Reports 
From Various Committees

In a very short meeting on 
Oct. 24 the GHI board, chaired 
by director Donald Volk, heard 
some staff and committee reports 
which were informational, but re¬ 
quired no particular board actions. 
Manager Roy Breashears reported 
that after the conversion of 12 
Court Ridge from steam to 
hot water heating, the courts 
at 44-46 Ridge — a larger number 
of units — are next in line for 
similar conversions but that this 
step will be taken only after de¬ 
termining whether the 12 Court 
conversion was successful in re¬ 
ducing fuel costs. 

He also read a letter from GHI’s 
present fuel supplier informing the 
corporation of an increase in the 
price of No. 4 fuel oil, by three 
cents a gallon. In response to a 
question by director Ted Byerly, 
the manager said that according to 
one source the cost of the No. 4 
oil would again drop below that 
of No. 2 oil in the future; he agreed 
however to find out about this if 
possible from the Federal Energy 
Commission. 

A couple of committee reports 
were given by directors Stephen 
Polaschik and James Foster, ’re¬ 
spectively, for the Member Rela¬ 
tions committee and the Finance 
committee. Polaschik informed the 
board of an orientation meeting for 
new members to be held on Wed - 
nes day, Nov. 13 from 8 to 10 p,m. 
in the Library (lower floor); he 
outlined a proposed agenda for 
the meeting, which was endorsed 
by directors Donald Volk and Vir¬ 
ginia Moryadas, and expressed a 
hope that such meetings would be 
held more regularly. Foster repor¬ 
ted on a contact the Finance com¬ 
mittee has had with a computer 
firm, to "automate” GHTs book¬ 
keeping system. The expectation 
is that this will result in the ul¬ 
timate deletion of one staff posi¬ 
tion. 

The date of the second regular 
board meeting in November was 
changed to Monday, November 25, 
because Thanksgiving will fall on 
the normal date (Nov. 28). 


peeled to exceed the budget by 
another $143,000, leaving juat 
$107,000 in reserves as of Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1974. "As a matter of fact,” 
Breashears stated, "our heating 
reserves will be completely in the 
red by $104,600 by the end of the 
year.” 

"What is killing us,” Breashears 
said, “is the skyrocketing cost of 
#4 fuel oil. This is the oil used 
for most of the frame homes. We 
had estimated that its cost per 
gallon would be 23.7c in 1974. In¬ 
stead, for the first time in history, 
the price of #4 oil exceeded that of 
#2 oil and averaged 34c a gal¬ 
lon. Assuming that this price 
goes no higher, it means that the 
1975 budget will have to allow 
$90,300 more for frame home fuel 
oil costs. And this despite the 
fact that we had savings in fuel 
oil consumption of an estimated 
166,000 gallons in 1974 and expect 
another savings of 74,000 gallons 
in 1975 for the frame homes.” 

In the case of the brick homes, 
the savings in fuel oil consump¬ 
tion almost offset the rising price 
of #2 oil, so that only $9,000 more 
is budgeted for 1975, 

Tax Increase 

The other big item that is throw¬ 
ing the GHI budget out of kilter 
is real estate taxes. In 1974 the 
corporation budgeted $516,600 for 
this item, charged the members 
$496,000 and used $20,000 from re¬ 
serves built up from the previous 
year when the corporation overes¬ 
timated taxes. The actual tax bill 
for 1974 turned out to be $557,500. 

In the coming year, with no more 
reserves available and the cor¬ 
poration estimating that the tax 
rate at both the city and county 
level will rise, a tax bill of $598,000 
is foreseen leaving $101,900 to be 
collected from members above 
what was collected in 1974. 

The only silver lining in this 
picture, said Breashears, is the 
appeal that GHI has made of a 
$3,000,000 increase in its 1971 real 
estate tax assessment. The case 
is being heard by the State Appeals 
Court but no decision is expected 
until early next year. In the 
meantime, the county assessor’s of¬ 
fice has informed GHI that it is 
raising the corporation’s 1975 tax 
assessment by $508,000, 

Pay Increase 

The corporation’s Personnel com¬ 
mittee has recommended to the 
board that each GHI employee be 
guaranteed a cost-of-living in¬ 
crease after taxes of about r $500 
for 1975. This would increase the 
budget by $40,000. In addition, 
Breashears saw an urgent need for 
six new positions: two in the staff 
engineer’s department, one in the 
receiving department, one in the 
structures department and two in 
the heating department. The six 
positions would add another $60,000 
to the budget. 

Breashears said that if th6 above 
items were included in the 1975 
budget plus allowances for (1) the 
trim paint program which in 1974 
was eliminated entirely for the 
brick homes and paid for out of 
reserves for the frame homes; (2) 
the roofing program, most of which 
in 1974 was paid for out of re¬ 
serves; (3) rising costs of mater¬ 
ials; and (4) Administration build¬ 
ing repairs, the total increase in 
the 1975 budget would come to 
$550,000, not $300,000. For the 
brick homes, the average percen¬ 
tage increase in terms of total 
monthly charges (including mort¬ 
gage payments) would be 17.5%. 
For the frame homes, the average 
increase would be 26,3%.

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City Agenda Livened Up By 
Municipal Cemetery Report

Unknown to many citizens, Greenbelt has its own munci- 
pal cemetery. Back when Greenbelt was being built in the 
1930’s, construction workers ran across many isolated gravesites 
as well as old family burial grounds. One such was the old 
Turfier family burial plot located at the west side of Edmon- 
ston Road just north of the merging of Edmonston Road with 
the divided 4-lane Kenilworth Ave. (near the salt storage areas 
for State Highway Administration snow removal operations). 


This plot probably dates back 
to the early 1800’s. Only one mark 
er remains, that of Thomas P. 
Turner (Sept. 26,1855). There are 
stones that are believed to mark 
the graves of slaves of the family. 
Also located in this area are the 
r.mains taken from other old and 
unidentifiable gravesites uncover¬ 
ed during the construction of 
Greenbelt 

In 1941 the city obtained from 
the United States ownership of 
the Turner family burial plot, 
along with adjoining property, 
part of which had been used for 
later burials. In total, the city ob¬ 
tained 3 1 acres, of which about 
1 acre has been laid out in burial 
plots. 

Under the quit claim deed given 
the city, the property would revert 
back to the United States if the 
tract were not used or maintained 
by the city as a cemetery. The 
city was also required to dispose 
of the lots only to residents of the 
city or to former residents who 
have a member of their family 
buried in the cemetery. 

Uun on Lots 

Until 1972, cemetery plots were 
sold primarily for the purpose of 
immediate burial or for the use 
of relatives of persons buried in 
the cemetery. Until then, only 34 
single lots were sold of which 17 
had been used for graves. The 
city code had established a price 
of $30 for a plot ($75 for a group 
of four plots). 

During early 1972, this favorable 
price apparently induced a rash 
of purchases (34), bringing the to¬ 
tal number sold to 68 out of 168 
gravesites that had been laid out. 
Subsequently, the city council, on 
April 10. 1972, established a mora¬ 
torium on the sale of lots pend 
ing the undertaking of a study by 
the city manager and the council 
as to the future of the property 
and the revision of plot prices if 
sales were to continue. 

Study Presented 

At the Nov. 4 meeting of city 
council, city manager James Giese 
presented his report, listing some 
of the considerations that should 
enter council’s deliberations be¬ 
fore making a decision. 

For one thing, Giese noted that 
the cemetery property will even¬ 
tually be surrounded by dense de¬ 
velopment — Springhill Lake com¬ 
mercial office buildings to west, 
gasoline station to south, apart¬ 
ment buildings to north and east. 

For another, Giese noted that 
there are no restrictions on resales 
of plots, either as to price or resi¬ 
dency. For a third, the upkeep 
of the cemetery is costing about 
$800 a year, all coming from tax 
funds. Most cemeteries utilize the 
monies received from the sale of 
lots to establish a reserve fund 
to provide for perpetual mainten¬ 
ance. In Greenbelt’s case, the low’ 
price of the plots had made this 
not feasible. Also Giese ques¬ 
tioned whether this would be pos ¬ 
sible in the future even if the price 
of plots were raised substantially 
because of the cemetery’s small 
size. 


Alternatives 

Giese then laid out some alter- 
n v~ aites the coune'l ^eird g : 

(1) The cemetery could be made 
a memorial park developed in ac¬ 
cordance with a plan that would 
expand upon the existing natural 
assets of the property. There 
would be no further sale of plots, 
except that the remaining unsold 
lets would be reserved for the bur¬ 
ial of indigent Greenbelt residents. 

(2) This alternative would per 
mit the sale of plots until all plots 
designated in the present plan are 
sold. The price would be upped 
to at least $200 a plot and interest 
from the proceeds would be used 
to maintain the cemetery. Resales 
to other than Greenbelt residents 
would be prohibited. 

(3) A third approach would com¬ 
bine the features of the first two 
— in essence, developing the ceme¬ 
tery as a memorial plot but also 
allowing the sale of additional plots. 
However, the moratorium on sales 
would remain in effect until a pro¬ 
fessionally prepared development 
plan was obtained. 

While the report was not dead¬ 
ening (in fact, it was the liveliest 
subject presented at the Nov. 4 
meeting), council decided to give 
its advisory boards first crack at 
digesting the report. It suggested 
a Dec. 15 deadline for comments 
and recommendations.

increases Necessary 

To the Editor: 

Although the Board of Directors 
has not yet approved the 1975 
budget for Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
it is clear that it will be neces¬ 
sary to request the membership to 
approve an increase in operating 
payments in excess of 10 per cent. 
It appears now that on items over 
which GHI can exercise little or 
no control, it will need $300,000 
more in 1975 than in 1974. 

In order of magnitude the pro¬ 
jected increases are: purchase of 
fuel - $99,000; real estate taxes - 
$82,000; accrual of funds to defray 
1974 mortgage payment deferment 
- $59,000; reinstitution of conting¬ 
ency reserves collection $30,000; 
materials for heating and struc¬ 
tural repairs and maintenance - 
$17,500; utilities (sewer and wa¬ 
ter; refuse removal) - $6,500; elec¬ 
tricity for heating plants - $6,500; 
electricity for heating plants - 
$6,500; parking court and side¬ 
walk repairs $6,300; fire and 
public liability insurance - $5,000; 
tree removal - $3,000; and capital 
improvements loan repayment 
$1,300. 

In addition, programs paid for in 
whole or in part from reserves in 
4974 roof repairs and renlac^- 
ment and trim painting - add up 
to more than $100,000 in the man¬ 
ager’s recommended budget for 
1975. Because there are no re 
serves to defray these propose 1 
expenditures, they will have to 
be paid for from members charg s 
if they are undertaken. 

The frustrating thing is that in¬ 
flation has eaten up all that we 
have been able to achieve. For 
example, this year we expect to 
use 270,000 fewer gallons of fuel 
oil about 12 per cent than we 
budgeted for, but the increase in 
prices has been such that we ex¬ 
pect our fuel bill to exceed the 
budgeted amount by more than 
$42,000. Similarly, we have been 
reducing our use of water consis¬ 
tently, but rate increases quite as 
consistently thwart our experien¬ 
cing. any dollar savings. 

Because the Board has not ap¬ 
proved the budget, these figures 
must be regarded as tentative. 
Nevertheless, because these expen¬ 
ditures are necessary and essen¬ 
tially are beyond the control of 
cither membership or Board, they 
can be taken as an indication of 
what the Board will recommend to 
the membership.

So - by neglecting our heating sys¬ 
tem’s weatherman controls for year 
upon year, we have been paying a 
penalty of using up to 63 pe cent 
more fuel oil for each year of our 
neglect! And it seems to me that 
the 13 people we have in the heating 
department should be able to keep 
cur equipment in working order 
dur ng the 2,080 hours they work 
each month - or is that asking too 
much? 

If one will wrdk around Silva- 
Spring, it can be observed A bat 
house after house Ins a glassed-in 
vestibule. And for a good reason! 
Heating stud’es sh^w that 
there is a family of 4, a vestibule 
and/or enclosed porch at each en¬ 
trance can save as much as 40% 
in the amount of heat reouire 1 to 
hoat a family’s home! Those heat¬ 
ing studies also show that the ad¬ 
dition of vestibules gives the gren- 
test decrease of heat require 1 
whereas adding insulated rigors 
and windows or installing addition¬ 
al insulation only bring a reduct’on 
from 3 to 5% in the heat required. 

Our planning and maintenance 
committee has known the f^e f s n- 
bout heat reduction sine' 4 the faT 
of 1972 - but has been slow to 
because their h°nds were tied due 
to lack of funds. And, now that we 
do have some funds available we 
.shouldn’t waste them on the pro¬ 
posed study of 8 homes with or¬ 
iginal doors and windows and com¬ 
paring them against 8 homes with 
insulated doors and windows. The 
facts are known and are shown in 
study after study - and we will b^ 
wasting our money duplicating such 
a study! 

However, we are noted for wast¬ 
ing money! For instance, we pav 
our board member who is elected 
to position of secretary for our or- 
ganizaiton an additional $250.00 a 
year to take the minutes of the 
board meetings and then turn right
